IASC was formed in 2006 
as a means for the islands of 
Aruba and the Netherlands An¬ 
tilles to share information and 


improve the quality of airport 
safety, particularly on the air- 
side operation of each airport. 

Outgoing IASC President 
Anastacio Baker, Quality As¬ 
surance Manager of Queen Ju¬ 
liana Airport in St. Maarten, 
expressed great satisfaction of 
the increase participation in 
this years audit; IASC wel¬ 
comes the possibility of in¬ 
creasing their membership to 
someday include the participa¬ 
tion of all the islands of the re¬ 
gion with airports.

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Searchers end Paris-Rio 'Dramatic' solar flare could disrupt 
crash salvaging Earth communications 


PARIS, France (AFP) - Sal¬ 
vage teams have ended their 
mission to dredge up bodies 
and wreckage of the Air 
France flight that crashed into 
the Atlantic in 2009 and will 
bring them to France next 
week, authorities said yester¬ 
day. 

The BEA aviation authority 
investigating the crash, in 
which all 228 people on board 
died, said in a statement that 
the salvage ship lie de Sein 
ended its deep-sea winching 
operations on Friday. 

It is heading to the Canary 
Islands and then "in the course 
of next week" to southwestern 
France, "where the airplane 
parts will be transferred to a 
hangar... in Toulouse and the 
human remains taken to a 
forensic mortuary." 

The Airbus A3 30 crashed 
en route from Rio de Janeiro to 
Paris on June 1, 2009. It took 
investigators until last month 
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to salvage the plane’s black¬ 
box flight recorders and some 
of the bodies from the wreck 
on the ocean bed. 

the first two bodies to be re¬ 
trieved were still strapped into 
their seats. 

Forensic experts in 
Toulouse, France, will try to 
identify the remains. 

According to information 
from the flight data recorders, 
released earlier by the BEA, 
the pilots saw conflicting 
speeds on their instruments as 
the plane stalled and fell into 
the sea. 

Investigators have been 
working on the theory that the 
speed probes malfunctioned 
because of ice at high altitude 

Rescue workers recovered 
50 bodies in the days immedi¬ 
ately after the crash and at least 
further 75 bodies in May after 
locating the wreck. 

The BEA is due to deliver a 
report in July on the causes of 
the crash 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
unusual solar flare observed by 
a NASA space observatory on 
Tuesday could cause some dis¬ 
ruptions to satellite communi¬ 
cations and power on Earth 
over the next day or so, offi¬ 
cials said. 

The potent blast from the 
Sun unleashed a firestorm of 
radiation on a level not wit¬ 
nessed since 2006, and will 
likely lead to moderate geo¬ 
magnetic storm activity by 
Wednesday, according to the 
National Weather Service. 

"We saw the initial flare oc¬ 
curring and it wasn't that big 
but then the eruption associ¬ 
ated with it — we got energy 
particle radiation flowing in 
and we got a big coronal mass 
injection,","You can see all the 
materials blasting up from the 
Sun so it is quite fantastic to 
look at."said Bill Murtagh, 
program coordinator at the Na¬ 
tional Weather Service's Space 
Weather Prediction Center 

NASA's solar dynamics ob¬ 


servatory, which launched last 
year and provided the high-de¬ 
finition pictures and video of 
the event, described it as "visu¬ 
ally spectacular," but noted 
that since the eruption was not 
pointed directly at Earth, the 
effects were expected to re¬ 
main "fairly small." 

"The Solar Radiation Storm 
includes a significant contribu¬ 
tion of high energy (>100 
MeV) protons, the first such 
occurrence of an event of that 
type since December 2006," 
the NWS said. 

The resulting geomagnetic 
storm could cause some dis¬ 


ruption in power grids, satel¬ 
lites that operate global posi¬ 
tioning systems and other 
devices, and may lead to some 
rerouting of flights over the 
polar regions, Murtagh said. 

"If you fly from the United 
States to Asia, flying over the 
North Pole, there are well over 
a dozen flights every day," he 
added. 

"During these big radiation 
storms some of these airlines 
will reroute the flights away 
from the polar regions for 
safety reasons to make sure 
they can maintain communica¬ 
tions. 


Chile volcano ash 
disrupts regional 
ai r travel 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AFP) - Dozens of South 
American flights had to be 
scrapped Tuesday because of 
the huge cloud of volcanic ash 
spewing from a Chilean vol¬ 
cano, as fears grew of possible 
landslides near the eruption. 

So far 4,000 people have 
been evacuated from 22 rural 
Chilean communities sur¬ 
rounding the Puyehue volcano, 
which rumbled to life on Satur¬ 
day after showing no activity 
since 1960, when it erupted fol¬ 
lowing a magnitude 9.5 earth¬ 
quake. 

Northwesterly winds on 
Tuesday pushed the giant col¬ 
umn of ash over parts of south¬ 
ern Argentina, as Chilean 
officials visited houses urging 
residents to leave the remote 
region below the volcano, 
which stands at 2,240 meters 
(7,350 feet) above sea level. 

In Argentina, an airport of¬ 
ficial said 32 flights were can¬ 
celed at the Buenos Aires 
Ezeiza international airport and 
30 others at the Aeroparque de 


Buenos Aires, which flies to 
domestic and regional destina¬ 
tions. 

In Sao Paulo, the Brazilian 
airports authority told AFP that 
10 flights bound for Argentina 
had been canceled due to the 
ash cloud drifting over. 

Meteorologists said a por¬ 
tion of the cloud had moved as 
far as the region of Buenos 
Aires, even though at 5,000 
meters (16,000 feet) high it was 
not visible to residents. 

Uruguay also was in "a zone 
at risk" meteorologist Laura 
Vanoli told AFP in Montev¬ 
ideo. 

Because of the potential 
danger to jet engines, numer¬ 
ous carriers and aviation au¬ 
thorities were scrapping flights 
in the area. 

The rains that began late 
Monday could prove a disas¬ 
trous mix with the fine volcanic 
dust spewing from the volcano, 
870 kilometers (540 miles) 
south of the capital Santiago 
near the border with Argentina, 
in Chile's Lago Ranco region. 



PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AFP) - The death toll in floods 
sweeping Haiti hit 23 Tuesday, officials said, adding the 
rains had caused considerable damage in the Caribbean 
nation. "Most of the victims were counted in Petionville, 
a suburb to the east of the capital where 13 people were 
killed, most when their houses collapsed or were swept 
away in mudslides," said Nadia Lochard, from the civil 
protection agency. Seven people also died in Delmas, 
Carrefour and Christ-roi, all areas of the capital, Port-au- 
Prince, she told reporters. Three other people were killed 
in Centre region and Nippes to the west. 

The flooding "had caused considerable material dam¬ 
age" added another official Yolaine Surena. AFP/Photo

Minister of Sports signs collaboration agreement 
with Olympic Committee

(COA). This agreement was to 
formalize the direct involve¬ 
ment of the Technical Com¬ 
mission of COA in the event 
that requests for subsidies are 


presented by the Athletic Fe¬ 
derations to the Subsidy Com¬ 
mission. 

This agreement ensures that 
the Athletic Federations’ re¬ 
quests for subsidy will be 
given due attention within the 
context of the data and techni¬ 
cal information available. The 
Minister of Sports, through 
this means, will be guaranteed 
a just and effective allocation 
of the funds available for ath¬ 
letics on Aruba. 

For quite some time the 
need existed for an effective 
and fair distribution of subsidy 
for athletic federations; and for 
this distribution to be based on 
unique and equal technical cri¬ 
teria of all federations. 

After long deliberations 
with the COA and their Tech¬ 
nical Commission; Technical 
Director, Lie. Edmundo 
Josiah; and the president of the 


Technical Commission, Chu 
Halabi; financial adviser of the 
Ministry of Sports, Veroushka 
Croes, they were able to come 
to an agreement and to forma¬ 
lize their standpoints in a for¬ 
mal document. 

The formal agreement 
signed on Thursday has as its 
main goal for the Technical 
Commission to offer technical 
advice to the Minister of 
Sports and to the Subsidy 
Commission. In addition it 
also stipulates that there will 
be permanent participation of 
the President of the technical 
Commission at meetings of the 
Subsidy Commission. 

The agreement also speci¬ 
fies the procedure to be applied 
in the relationship between the 
Subsidy Commission and the 
Technical Commission. 
Through this means every 
federation will be duly notified 
of all aspects pertaining to 
their request for subsidies and 
how these are handled. This 
means that Aruba has now 
taken still another step towards 
excellence with respect to ath¬ 
letics.

Director of the Department of 
Public Works, Jossy Figaroa, 
was assisted by Officer 
Kramers of the Aruba Police 
in announcing the closure of 
the intersection of Lasalle 
Straat and Caya Ernesto 
Petronia for major renova¬ 
tions and resurfacing. 

The streets one block away 
from the Piet’s Soda Fountain 
comer will be blocked off and 
an alternative route to the 
Lasalle Straat from Uruguay 
Straat will be set up as of 
Monday, June 13. The direc¬ 
tion of the one way street, 


Celsius Straat, will be changed 
from a southerly direction to 
traveling north, to continue the 
bypass of the intersection. 

The work is expected to 
take 54 days. Greatly needed 
resurfacing of the asphalt and 
repair of the road foundation 
will take place, with additional 
drainage to relieve the heavy 
water accumulation that is 
prevalent at this intersection 
after brief showers. 

Jossy Figaroa explained 
that DOW will take advantage 
of the summer school break to 
work on a number of important 


routes, when traffic is usually 
lighter. The Santa Cmz - Sero 
Pita area will go into its second 
phase of repair on June 20. 
Work will begin in Bubali one 
week later on June 27 to be 
completed in two weeks time; 
L.G. Smith Boulevard by Vent- 
weg will be resurfaced begin¬ 
ning July 4, this and the Sero 


to be closed for repair 


Pita work is projected to finish 
on August 5. 

Other summer projects are 
planned, such as reconstruc¬ 
tion of the Balashi Road on the 
western side of the bridge be¬ 
ginning on July 6; completion 
date is yet unknown. 

Officials reminded the pub¬ 
lic that this is the best time of 


year for them to commence 
and complete work on these 
major thoroughfares; they beg 
motorists’ patience and coop¬ 
eration as they implement 
plans to improve the infra¬ 
structure and beautify Amba’s 
roads.

Apple takes a giant leap into the 'iCIoud'

ANTWERP, Belgium (AFP) - 
High-speed international trains 
linking Paris and Amsterdam 
as of Monday became the first 
in Europe to use electricity 
generated by solar panels in¬ 
stalled in a tunnel on the line. 

At a cost of 15.6 million 
euros, project managers say 
the 3.6-kilometer tunnel cross¬ 
ing Antwerp, in northern Bel¬ 
gium, is fitted with 16,000 
solar panels covering 50,000 
square meters, roughly eight 
football pitches. 

The panels produce 3,300 
megawatts per hour of electri¬ 
city, or the average annual con¬ 
sumption of nearly 1,000 
families. 

The first "green train" left

TEHRAN, Iran — Oroumieh 
Lake, some 370 miles (600 
kilometers) northwest of 
Tehran, Iran is turning to salt, 
according to several reports. It 
was said to be the third largest 
saltwater lake in the world and 
a popular lake to migrating 
flamigos, gulls and pelicans. 

However, 60% of the lake 
was said to have shrunken and 
may disappear entirely in just 
few years. 

Business near the area and 
the tourism activities were said 
to have weakend because of 
this situation. 

Reports said that the lake’s 
lack of water was caused by 
misguided irrigation policies,

"We’re going to move the 
digital hub to the cloud," the 
56-year-old Jobs told software 
developers at Apple’s annual 
Worldwide Developers Con¬ 
ference (WWDC) at San 
Francisco’s Moscone Center. 

Jobs and other top Apple 
executives also gave develo¬ 
pers a preview of the next 
generation of Lion, the soft¬ 
ware that powers Macintosh 
computers, and iOS 5, the lat¬ 
est mobile operating system 
for the iPhone, iPad and iPod 
Touch. 

But the highlight of the 
event was Apple’s long- 
awaited iCIoud service, 
which eliminates the need to 
hook up a cable to transfer 
files between Apple devices. 

"Keeping these devices in 
sync is driving us crazy," 
Jobs said to cheers from the

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Killer bacteria may 
never be found 


BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - 
Germany stepped up efforts 
yesterday to trace the source of 
a bacteria outbreak that has 
killed 25 amid warnings it 
might never be found, while 
the EU pledged aid for veg¬ 
etable farmers hit by the scare. 

After having been tripped 
up by several apparently false 
leads, German authorities had 
zeroed in on organic salad 
sprouts as the possible origin 
of the contamination with a 
highly virulent strain of E. 
coli. 

But initial probes carried 
out on a farm growing a vari¬ 
ety of salad sprouts in the 
northern state of Lower Sax¬ 
ony proved negative. 

Another lead in Hamburg, 
the epicentre of the outbreak, 
had involved salad sprouts 
from the same farm found in 
the refrigerator of a sickened 
man. But that sample also 
failed to display any trace of 
the bacterial strain. 

As the scare has led puz¬ 
zled officials to warn con¬ 
sumers off raw tomatoes, 
cucumbers, lettuce and

Germany to quickly pinpoint 
the driver of the lethal bacter¬ 
ial strain, warning that con¬ 
sumers were losing confidence 
every day the outbreak re¬ 
mains a mystery. 

Health officials in Ham¬ 
burg had fingered organic cu¬ 
cumbers from Spain as the 
culprit last month before back¬ 
tracking when tests came up 
negative. 

The bacterium has killed at 
least 24 people in Germany, 
after two more deaths were re¬ 
ported Tuesday. The other fa¬ 
tality was a woman in Sweden 
who had recently returned 
from Germany. 

The outbreak has left more 
than 2,300 ill, with symptoms 
ranging from bloody diarrhoea 
to, in full-blown cases, kidney 
failure. 

The Robert Koch Institute, 
Germany’s national health 
centre, said the rate of reported 
infections appeared to be ta¬ 
pering off. 

Meanwhile German offi¬ 
cials defended their decision to 


issue warnings on vegetables 
to the public even before full 
test results were known. 

But opposition members 
have criticised the slow pace 
of the probe, suggesting that 
the country’s federal system 
was partly to blame because 
public health matters are dealt 
with by both national and state 
authorities. 

Lower Saxony Agriculture 
Minister Gerd Lindermann, 
who Sunday had said there 
were "clear indications" of a 
connection between a local 
salad sprout farm and areas 
contaminated, admitted a 
smoking gun might never be 
found.

US reviews birth control 
pill safety over clot risk

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration said Tuesday it is re¬ 
viewing recently published 
studies which have pointed to 
an increased blood clot risk as¬ 
sociated with a certain type of 
birth control pill. 

The studies involve pills 
that contain drospirenone, as 
opposed to another type of 


progestin known as lev- 
onorgestrel. Some brand 
names include Yaz, Yasmin, 
Beyaz, Ocella, Loryna, Gi- 
anvi, Safyral, Syeda and 
Zarah. 

The European Medicines 
Agency concluded last week 
that such birth control pills 
carry a higher risk of venous 
thromboembolism and that 
warning labels should be up¬ 
dated accordingly. 

However it noted the over¬ 
all risk of blood clot from any 
birth control method remains 
small and stopped short of ad¬ 
vising women to stop taking 
pills containing drospirenone. 

The pills have been the 
focus of numerous lawsuits, 
including one lodged earlier 
this month on behalf of a 
teenager who died from a 
blood clot allegedly linked to 
the German chemical and 


pharmaceutical company 
Bayer’s Yaz contraceptive. 

Michelle Pfleger, an 18- 
year-old college student in 
North Carolina, died of cardiac 
arrest last September after tak¬ 
ing YAZ, also known as Yas¬ 
min or Ocella, to treat acne, 
according to the complaint. 

Last month, two studies in 
the British Medical Journal 
found that drugs like Yaz and 
Yasmin increase the risk of se¬ 
rious blood clots three-fold or 
two-fold compared to earlier- 
generation oral contraceptives. 

Bayer criticized the results 
of the studies at the time, in¬ 
sisting that side effects were 
rare. 

The official Yaz website 
says the drug is associated 
with "increased risks of sev¬ 
eral serious side effects, in¬ 
cluding blood clots, stroke, 
and heart attack."

Every day Kiki receives 
phone calls from sympathetic 
individuals requesting her as¬ 
sistance; others are by people 
threatening to kill the dog or 
cat if she doesn’t take it away 
from their vicinity; hard to be¬ 


lieve, but true. 

Kiki is in the midst of plan¬ 
ning some major fundraising 
events to finalize her dream of 
building a proper animal shelter 
on land awarded her by the cur¬ 
rent administration. She is still 
quite short of her goal as most 
donations go towards medical 
care for the animals and the 
huge amount of dog and cat 
food required each month.

Before any of those meth¬ 
ods will ever have an impact 
on your business, you have 
got to uncover and communi¬ 
cate a way in which your busi¬ 
ness is different from every 
other business that says they 
do what you do. You have got 
to create a simple idea or po¬ 
sition in the mind of your 
prospective customer or 
client. 

You must create an envi¬ 
ronment where your prospec¬ 
tive customer or client will 
think of you immediately 
when they need what you 
have to offer. 

Fed Ex with its 
“Overnight” theme, and 
Domino’s Pizza with its “De¬ 
livered In 30 Minutes Or It’s 
Free” promise, are a couple 
examples. 

Another example is how I 
am offering those of you who 
do business-to-business sell¬ 
ing to put your own title page 
on my “10 Marketing Mis¬ 
takes That Steal Your Cash” 
book and gift it to your B2B 
customers...free of charge to 
you. I also allow you to use 
this newsletter to help you 
grow your business; you can 
use it in your newsletter, on 
your website, or any way that 
will help you grow. Just let me 
know when you do so. 

When you offer additional 
benefits like these to your 
B2B customers, you now be¬ 
come not only the person who 
provides your product, but 
also someone who wants to 
help them grow their business 
and get more customers. See 
the difference? 

Here are a few more exam¬ 
ples: 

Whatever business you are 
in, you can make arrange¬ 


ments with a car wash to de¬ 
tail your customer’s vehicle 
whenever they visit you. If 
you’re an accountant, while 
you are preparing their return, 
you can have their vehicle 
cleaned. I bet when they 
leave, they will rave to their 
friends about this unique 
touch. 

How about becoming dom¬ 
inant with your offer? I know 
of an accounting firm that of¬ 
fers their clients a 100% re¬ 
fund on their preparation fee 
when they refer four new 
clients. They are known as 
the 100% refund guys. 

Here’s the last one. Solve 
a problem. Is there something 
that customers or prospects 
fear in your market or seem to 
believe is universal for what 
you do? If so, create a system 
of communicating how you 
have the answers. For in¬ 
stance: “Painless Dentistry”. 

I’m sure you can offer a 
guarantee that no one in your 
industry would dream of 
doing. When I had my insur¬ 
ance company, the department 
of Insurance said that our cus¬ 
tomers had a free 30-day look. 
They could ask for a refund if 
they didn’t want the product. 


I turned that into a guaran¬ 
tee. “If within the next 30 
days you feel our product 
doesn’t meet your expecta¬ 
tions, just return it and we will 
refund the money you gave 
us.” 

I don’t know why a guar¬ 
antee scares most business 
owners. You probably guar¬ 
antee your work anyway. You 
just don’t say so. Boldly an¬ 
nounce that you guarantee re¬ 
sults and watch what happens. 

Put your creative head gear 
on and I bet you will come up 
with a few ways to dominate 
your market and become the 
“one” to buy from. 

The last step is to communi¬ 
cate your difference in all 
your promotions and market¬ 
ing tools, literally shouting 
about that difference.

Food prices to stay 
high into 2012: UN 


ROME, Italy (AFP) - Food 
prices are to remain high and 
volatile into 2012, presenting 
a ’’threat” to poor countries 
that will have to spend up to a 
third more on food imports 
this year, the UN food agency 
said on Tuesday. 

The Rome-based Food and 
Agriculture Organisation 
(FAO) said its food price 
index averaged 232 points in 
May — down from a revised 
estimate of 235 points in April 
but was still 37 percent above 
its level in May 2010. 

’’High and volatile agricul¬ 
tural commodity prices are 
likely to prevail for the rest of 
this year and into 2012," FAO 
said in a statement. 

The reason for the monthly 
decline was the slight decrease 
in international prices of cere¬ 
als and sugar, which offset in¬ 
creases for meat and dairy. 

FAO said the next few 
months will be "critical" — 
with encouraging prospects 
for the wheat harvests in Rus¬ 
sia and Ukraine but a potential 
for lower maize and wheat 
yields in Europe and North 
America due to the weather.

WASHINGTON, (AFP) - 
Facebook, Microsoft, Oracle, 
Yahoo! and other technology 
leaders have come out in sup¬ 
port of AT&T’s proposed $39 
billion acquisition of T-Mo- 
bile saying it could help meet 
rising demand for wireless 
broadband. 

"The FCC must seriously 
weigh the benefits of this 
merger and approve it," the 
companies said. "Such action 
will help to meet the near term

The other four signatories 
to the letter to the FCC in sup¬ 
port of the proposed takeover 
of T-Mobile, the US unit of 
Germany's Deutsche 

Telekom, by AT&T were 
Avaya, Brocade, Qualcomm 
and Blackberry maker Re¬ 
search In Motion. 

Rival Sprint Nextel has 
come out strongly against the 
deal, which would give AT&T 
around 40 percent of the mar¬ 
ket and make it the top US 
wireless carrier. Verizon is 
currently number one, fol¬ 
lowed by AT&T, Sprint Nex¬ 
tel and T-Mobile. 


EU vows to raise farm aid 
offer after E. coli outbreak 


"The general situation for 
agricultural crops and food 
commodities is tight with 
world prices at stubbornly 
high levels, posing a threat to 
many low-income food deficit 
countries," said David Hallam, 
head of FAO's markets divi¬ 
sion. 

FAO said the cost of global 
food imports is set to reach a 
record of $1.29 trillion (879 
billion euros) in 2011 — 21 
percent more than in 2010. 

Low-income food deficit 
countries and least developed 
countries will likely have to 
spend 27 and 30 percent more 
respectively on food imports, 
FAO said. 


LUXEMBOURG, (AFP) - 
The European Commission 
vowed Tuesday to put up more 
money to aid vegetable farm¬ 
ers reeling from a bacteria out¬ 
break after EU states 
dismissed a first offer of 150 
million euros as insufficient. 

Spain and France said the 
figure presented by the EU's 
executive arm was well short 
of the losses suffered by grow¬ 
ers whose lettuce, tomatoes 
and cucumbers have been 
shunned by frightened con¬ 
sumers and banned by Russia. 

European agriculture com¬ 
missioner Dacian Ciolos made 
the offer at an E. coli crisis 
meeting of farm ministers in 
Luxembourg and came out of 
the talks pledging to write a 
"substantially" bigger cheque. 

He indicated he would 
come up with a new figure as 
early as today, but warned that 


it would be difficult to meet 
demands for full compensa¬ 
tion after he proposed to cover 
30 percent of losses. 

Warning that consumers 
are losing confidence every 
day that the outbreak remains 
a mystery, Ciolos urged Ger¬ 
man authorities to quickly find 
the real source of the outbreak 
that has killed 24 people and 
whose epicentre is in Ham¬ 
burg. 

Spain, fuming after Ger¬ 
man authorities wrongly 
blamed its cucumbers for the 
outbreak, says the crisis is 
costing its growers 225 million 
euros ($330 million) a week. 

The European farmers 
group, COPA-COGECA, says 
the crisis is costing the sector 
417 million euros per week.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
iconic black and red jacket 
worn by Michael Jackson in 
his "Thriller" video is to go 
under the hammer at a two- 
day Music Icons Exhibition in 
Beverly Hills. 

The jacket is among 600 
items that will go on sale at 
Julien's Auction Gallery, in¬ 
cluding memorabilia from 
musicians such as The Beat¬ 
les, Madonna and Lady Gaga, 


Frank Sinatra, Elvis and Justin 
Bieber on June 25 and 26. 

Jackson’s Thriller jacket 
became the prototype for fu¬ 
ture costumes for the pop mu¬ 
sician. The calf leather jacket 
includes an inscription by 
Jackson on the inside lining. 

Estimated at a value of 
$200,000 to $400,000, a por¬ 
tion of the proceeds will go to 
The Shambala Preserve, 
which is home to Jackson’s 


two Bengal tigers, "Thriller" 
and "Sabu." 

Jackson’s personal doctor, 
Conrad Murray has been 
charged with manslaughter 
after the pop icon died sud¬ 
denly on June 25, 2009. 

Prosecutors allege that 
Murray "abandoned his pa¬ 
tient" after administering the 
powerful sedative propofol to 
help Jackson sleep. 

Murray has denied the ac¬ 
cusations and said that on the 
day of the 50-year-old singer’s 
death, he administered only a 
small amount of the drug. His 
trial has been postponed until 
September. 



LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Most people would think twice 
before buying a boat named 
Titanic II. And sure enough, 
when Briton Mark Wilkinson 
took the 16-foot (4.8-metre) 
cabin cruiser out for its maiden 
voyage, it promptly sank. 

"If it wasn't for the harbour¬ 
master I would have gone 
down with the Titanic," 
Wilkinson, who had to be 
fished out of the sea at West 
Bay harbour in Dorset, told 
local media. 

"It's all a bit embarrassing 
and I got pretty fed up with 
people asking me if I had hit 


an iceberg." 

Wilkinson, in his 40s, had 
only recently bought the boat 
and brought it by road from his 
home in Birmingham for its 
first outing. 

After a successful fishing 
trip, things started to go wrong 
when he entered the harbour 
and the boat began taking on 
water. Wilkinson was forced to 
abandon ship and pictures 
showed him clinging to a rail 
before he was rescued. 

One eyewitness said: "It 
wasn't a very big boat — I think 
an ice cube could have sunk 
it!" 
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Serena Williams to join 
Venus in Eastbourne 
return

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Serena Williams will make 
her return to tennis after miss¬ 
ing almost a year with injury 
and illness as she takes a wild 
card entry into next week's 
Eastbourne grass-court tour¬ 
nament, tournament officials 
said Tuesday. 

The 29-year-old one-time 
world number one who now 
stands 25th after her months 
of inactivity, joins her sister 
Venus in the field at the Eng¬ 
lish south coast beach town. 

"I'm so excited to be 
healthy enough to compete 
again," the American said in a 
statement. 

"These past twelve months 
have been extremely tough 
and character building. I have 
so much to be grateful for. I'm 
thankful to my family, friends, 
and fans for all of their sup¬ 
port. Serena's back!" 

Serena last played on the 
WTA as she won a fourth 
Wimbledon title in July, 2010 
beating Vera Zvonareva in 
straight sets in the final. 

Little more than a week 
later, she suffered what was 
described by her management 
as a cut on her foot suffered 
while exiting a German 
restaurant. She later under¬ 
went surgery on the medical 
problem which was never 
fully explained. 

She stayed away from 
match play but was highly vis¬ 
ible in the Hollywood and 
fashion worlds with foot cast 


and crutches during her down 
time. 

The 29-year-old was then 
hit by a blood clot in her lungs 
last February and was rushed 
to hospital in Los Angeles for 
an operation to remove it. 

Her main means of com¬ 
munication with the outside 
world has been her Twitter ac¬ 
count, with Tweets never 
speaking of any tennis plans. 

She did drop a hint in April 
as she sent out a picture of 
herself on a practise court hit¬ 
ting in a skin-tight, hot-pink 
bodysuit which said more 
about fashion and less about 
actual competition. 

The younger Williams has 
also avoided the tennis topic 


in recent days, comparing her 
"booty" to that of six-time 
french Open winner Rafael 
Nadal, complaining about not 
fitting into a pair of jeans and 
plugging products linked to 
her for sale on various home 
shopping networks. 

Former number one 
Williams owns 13 Grand 
Slam titles, including four at 
Wimbledon. The Eastbourne 
tune-up ends two days before 
the June 20 start at the All 
England club. 

Venus Williams, ranked 
32nd, will be competing for 
the first time since January 21 
in Melbourne, when she was 
beaten in the Australian Open 
third round by Germany's An¬ 
drea Petkovic. 

The elder sibling has been 
suffering with an abdominal 
muscle injury which has kept 
her off of the WTA ever since. 
Venus last played Eastbourne 
in 1998, standing 1-2 at the 
venue. 

The men's side of the tour¬ 
nament will feature French¬ 
man Jo-Wilfried Tsonga and 
Australian Lleyton Hewitt. 

Joining the Williams sisters 
will be new French Open 
champion Li Na as well as 
2010 Paris winner Francesca 
Schiavone and 2008 Roland 
Garros winner Ana Ivanovic.

"Yesterday we had a good 
conversation about players 
and where we can try to 
strengthen and get one or two 
quality players," he said. 

A1 Fayed, the multi-mil¬ 
lionaire former owner of the

Star shooting guard Allen, 
set to start his 16th season, es¬ 
tablished a career NBA record 
for 3-pointers last season at 
2,612 and his 22,286 points 
rank 24th on the all-time list. 

In the first season after he 


joined the Celtics from Seattle 
and Garnett came from Min¬ 
nesota, Boston won its record 
17th NBA title. 

The Celtics lost superstar 
center Shaquille O'Neal to re¬ 
tirement last week after an in¬ 
jury-nagged final campaign. 
Boston traded away big man 
Kendrick Perkins to Okla¬ 
homa City during the season. 


LAS VEGAS, Nevada (AFP) 
- Unbeaten US boxing star 
Floyd Mayweather said Tues¬ 
day he will end a 16-month 
layoff on September 17 when 
he fights countryman Victor 
Ortiz for the World Boxing 
Council welterweight title. 

Mayweather, 41-0 with 25 


knockouts, has not climbec 
into the ring since May of last 
year when he won a unani¬ 
mous 12-round decision over 
Shane Mosley but he an¬ 
nounced on his Twitter mi¬ 
croblogging page that he was 
ready to return. 

"My fans have been wait¬ 


ing long enough. Floyd May¬ 
weather vs Victor Ortiz. Sept- 
17 2011 for the WBC World 
Championship," Mayweather 
tweeted. 

Southpaw Ortiz, 29-2-2 
with 22 knockouts, claimed 
the WBC crown last April 
with a unanimous 12-round 
decision over previously unde¬ 
feated Andre Berto of the 
United States. 

Countered Ortiz: "I know 
he will be ready, but so will I. 
I'm a world champion for a 
reason and I am not going to 
let go of my title any time 
soon." 

Fight fans have waited for 
years to see Mayweather face 
Filipino icon Manny Pacquiao, 
but talks have failed and the 
fighters have battled other foes 
instead. 


BETHESDA, Maryland (AFP) 
- Former World No. 1 Tiger 
Woods, a 14-time major cham¬ 
pion chasing the all-time 
record of 18 won by Jack 
Nicklaus, said Tuesday that he 
will not play in next week's US 
Open golf tournament. 

Woods suffered a sprained 
left knee and strained left 
Achilles tendon in the third 
round of the Masters in April 
and withdrew in pain from last 
month's US PGA Players 
Championship after complet¬ 
ing only nine holes. 

"I am extremely disap¬ 
pointed that I won't be playing 
in the US Open, but it's time 


for me to listen to my doctors 
and focus on the future," 
Woods said in a posting on his 
website. 

"I was hopeful that I could 
play, but if I did, I risk further 
damage to my left leg. My 
knee and Achilles tendon are 
not fully healed." 

Woods made the announce¬ 
ment with a posting on his 
Twitter microblogging web¬ 
site, saying "Not playing in US 
Open. Very disappointed. 
Short-term frustration for long¬ 
term gain." 

The injuries have prevented 
Woods from putting in the 
practice time he needs to prop¬ 


erly prepare for the 111th US 
Open, which begins a week 
from Thursday at Congres¬ 
sional Country Club, the sub¬ 
urban Washington where 
Woods won a PGA event two 
years ago. 

"We're very disappointed 
Tiger Woods won't be play¬ 
ing," US Golf Association ex¬ 
ecutive director Mike Davis 
said. "We completely under¬ 
stand that he is not fully recov¬ 
ered from his injuries and we 
wish him a speedy recovery. 

Woods, a three-time US 
Open champion, has not 
missed the US Open since 
1994, when he had just com¬ 
pleted high school. 

Winless in 22 starts over 20 
months since the revelation of 
his secret sex life that led to a 
divorce from Elin Nordegren, 
Woods has fallen to 15th in the 
world rankings, seventh 
among Americans.

NBC keeps US Olympic 
television rights 


NEW YORK (AFP) - NBC 
outbid Fox and ABC-ESPN 
to retain Olympic television 
broadcasting rights in the 
United States through 2020, 
the network announced on 
Tuesday in a posting on the 
NBC Sports website. 

NBC, which already holds 
US rights for next year’s Lon¬ 
don Summer Olympics, won 
the rights for the 2014 Sochi 
Winter Olympics, the 2016 
Rio de Janeiro Summer 
Olympics, in addition to the 
unawarded 2018 and 2020 
Olympic Games. 

NBC acquired the broad¬ 
cast rights across all media 


platforms, including free-to- 
air television, subscription 
television, internet and mo¬ 
bile. The total agreement is 
valued at $4.38 billion. 

After the departure of for¬ 
mer NBC Sports chairman 
Dick Ebersol last month, 
Comcast-owned NBC was 
thought to be in trouble in the 
bidding against News Corpo¬ 
ration's Fox and Disney’s 
ABC-ESPN. 

NBC lost $223 million on 
last year's Vancouver Winter 
Olympics coverage and is ex¬ 
pected to lose money on cov¬ 
erage next year from 
London.
